Court ruling won’t hamper 
sobriety checks, police say

ST. LOUIS — Police will be able to continue 
using sobriety checkpoints to discourage drunken 
driving despite a Missouri appeals court ruling for- 
bidding police roadblocks to check for drug posses- 
sion, police said. 

**We conduct our checkpoints under a controlled 
situation,” said Jennings Police Lt. Col. Robert 
Orr. “It’s not just go out and test every car for a 
bad muffler, drugs or weapons.” : 

Lt. Denny Taff of the St. Louis Police traffic 
division said city police focus on areas where 
there have been alcohol-related accidents or 
arrests for sobriety checkpoints. “‘That’s our preb- 
able cause (for conducting the check),”’ Taff said. 

Use of police roadblocks to check motorists for 

sssing illegal drugs violates state and federal 
protections against unreasonable searches and sei- 
zutes, a Missouri appeals court panel has ruled. 

‘The appeals court this week faulted the justifica- 
tion for the roadblock as well as the manner in 
which it was conducted in March by two Freder- 
icktown,”Mo., police officers on a dark stretch of 
highway with a 55 mph speed limit. 

All three Missouri appeals court districts have 
upheld the legality of sobriety checkpoints. 

The courts ‘‘have upheld roadblocks or check- 
points to locate intoxicated drivers where careful 
planning exists and the police have taken pains to 
asgure that the intrusion on drivers’ rights and 
safety is minimal,” wrote appeals Judge Gerald

“We are unaware of any case in this state which 
has approved such checkpoints for the pul se of 
checking operator licenses, checking the physical 
condition of vehicles or to search for drugs,”’ 
Smith wrote. “These may be by-products of a 
sobriety checkpoint but they have not been 
approved as a reason for establishing such check- 
pomts.”" 

Judges Albert J. Stephen Jr. and Harold L. Satz 
concurred in the opinion stemming from a case in 
which the Fredericktown police arrested a motor- 
ist and her passenger for possession of marijuana. 

Jonna B. Canton and Gerald M. Keer, students 
at Southern Illinois University-Carbondale, were on 
their way to a float trip about 8 p.m. March 10 
when they were stopped at a roadblock established 
by the two officers. The officers said they found a 

ipe to smoke marijuana and a “marijuana bud” 
in the ashtray of the car. 

Madison County (Mo.) Circuit Court judges 
ruled that the police couldn’t use the evidence 
against the students because it was obtained 
through an illegal search and seizure.

Stealing is not the only way 
pets end up in a laboratory, 
according to the Madison County 
Humane Society. Often times 
people answering the. free-to- 
ood home want ads have no 
intention of providing a home, 
only making a profit from your 
pet by selling it with others to 
research facilities. 

To prevent this from happen- 
ing, make sure you: 

«Charge a-small fee for your 
pet: Many such people will not 

uy an animal: 

*Sereen the individuals inter- 
ested in your pet thoroughly. 
Take down their license plate 
number and ask where they live. 
- *Ask them to produce their 
driver’s license and make sure 
the correct address is the one 
they gave you. If they refuse to 
let you see their driver's license, 
don’t give them your dog or cat. 


*Ask for a veterinary refer- 
ence. 

*Ask them if you can stop in 
to visit the pet in its new home. 
If they say no, do not give them 
your animal. 

*Deliver the pet to its new 
home..If you are uncertain, stop

The preparation teachers 
receive in college is vital in the 
classroom, Ahlbrand said. 

“T think a businessman’ with- 
out teaching experience would 
find it impossible to handle the 
day-to-day problems of a teach- 
er,” he said. Students. majoring 
in business, chemistry, music 
and other areas learn to become 
teachers by taking classes in 
education, he said. 

“Education. courses provide 
methods of instruction, test prep- 
aration and assessment, commu- 
nication and. discipline,’ Ahl- 
brand said. “Teachers learn to 
recognize physical abuse, 
abuse, emotional disorders and 
learning’ problems among their 
students.’’ 

The Illinois State Board of 
Education requires coursework 
in all those areas for a teaching 
license, said Barry Weiss, man- 
ager of Illinois’ teacher certifica- 
tion and placement division: 

“] don’t know how a- person 
from a non-educational back- 
ground could deal with a child 
with an emotional, behavioral or 
learning disability,” Weiss said. 
“Recognizing students with those 


problems is an important part of 
teaching.”

The number of students 
entering .teaching is increasing. 
We have two to three times the 
number of bright math and sci- 
ence students who want to 
become teachers than we did 
three years ago,"’ Weiss said. 

The national board also rec- 
ommended a voluntary national 
license for teachers. Teachers 
would have to have a bachelor’s 
degree and three years of expe- 
riences to apply for the license. 
They also would have to pass a 
competency test. 

“A voluntary national license 
would be helpful in assessing our 
own licensing requirements,” 
Weiss said. 

Ahibrand said a national set of 
standards would bring order to 
the teaching profesgion, but he 
doubts it will ever happen: ‘‘Not 
every state would agree to the 
same set of standards.”’

Flag-burning legislation 
could ‘ban’ some videos |

AIDS, drugs, the homeless— 
these problems will have to wait 
until the United States addresses 
the dangerous threat posed by 
citizens prone to holding lighters 
to Old Glory. 

But have the politicians in 
Washington, C., actually 
thought out the ramifications of 
an amendment banning flag des- 
e¢ration? Namely, which home 
videos we can see? After all, if 
it’s a crime to desecrate the 
symbol of our country, won't it 
also be illegal to witness the act 
on video? 

Will there be big video bon- 
fires? 

The curious should rush out 
today to rent such an incendiary 
work. as writer-director William 
Richert’s political satire ‘Winter 
Kills’’ (1979, Nelson Entertain- 
ment, $69.96). Jeff Bridges plays 
the kid brother of-an assassinat- 
ed president who investigates 
the case at his own peril 

Another large flag figures 
prominently in the climax of 
Robert. Altman’s ‘‘Nashville’” 
(1975, Paramount, $79.95), under 
which a political rally turns into 
pandemonium caused by an 
assassin. 

Naturally, films from or about 
the 1960s will be, on the amend- 
ment-backers’ list, because this 
was the era that popularized flag 
conflagrations, along with love 
beads and lava lamps. 

“The Strawberry Statement,” 
(1970, MGM/UA, $69.95) based 
on the 1968 riot at Columbia Uni- 
versity (although transferred in 
the film, to a fictional institution 
in San Francisco) contains a 
scene in which the National 
Guard runs through a large flag 
en route to brutalize student pro- 
testers. 

This may be your last chance 
vto see ‘‘Woodstock”’ (1970, Warn- 
er, $29.98), as the forces-that-be 
may consider the flag draped 
over the tent of the earth-chil- 
dren groovin’ ta the music a des- 
ecration worthy of imprison- 
ment. No doubt footage of Jimi 
Hendrix’s highly original guitar 
solo on ‘“The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner’’ will rankle President 
George Bush’s forces, but then, 
that will take another amend- 
ment to enshrine the national 
anthem. 

Milos Forman’s adaptation of 
“Hair” (1979, MGM/UA, $19.95) 
shows a hippie gamboling in 
Central Park, waving a flag that 
has a peace sign where the 50 
stars should be. Add this video 
to the hit-list. 

Desecration also can mean 
wearing the flag disrespectfully, 
so:> you might as well scratch 
“Basy Rider’? (1969, RCA/Co- 
lumbia, $19.95). As a drug dealer 
with the heretical moniker of 
“Captain America,’’ Peter Fon-
